Wheat  threshing  started  in  Canada, 

Wheat  threshing  has  begun  in  the  earlier  districts  of.  the  Prairie 
Provinces,  according  to  a  wire  ef  September  2  from  the  Dominion  Bureau 
of  Statistics  at  Ottawa.    In'  Manitoba  about  90  per  cent  of  the  wheat  has 
been  cut;  70  per  cent  in  Saskatchewan  and  considerable  amounts  in  northern 
Alberta.    Rain  has  interfered  with  harvesting  somewhat,  but  the  moisture 
will  aid  later  crops  if  early  frosts  are  not  too  heavy.    In  eastern  Canada 
grains  are  practically  all  cut.    Threshing  is  well  advanced  with  good 
yields  in  evidence.    Corn  fodder  crops,  tobacco  and  root  crops  are.  good. 
In  many  areas  of  Ontario' 'and  Quebec,  however,  rain  is  needed  to  improve 
pastures. 


Reduced  United  States  wheat  acreage  indicated 

United  States  farmers  report  intentions  to  sow  37; 344, 000.  acres  of 
winter  wheat  this  fall  for  the  1932  harvest,  which  compared  with  42,422,000 
acres  of  winter  wheat  sown  in  the  fall  of  1930,  for  the  1931  harvest,  a  de- 
crease of  12  per  cent.    Intentions  in  the  State  of  Kansas  with  the  largest 
wheat  acreage  is  for  a  15  per  cent  decrease  in  this  fall's  seeding.  De- 
creases in  acreage  are  reported  as  intended  this  year  from  most  of  the  im- 
portant winter  wheat  states,  the  chief  exceptions  being  states  where  spring 
wheat  gave  a  low  yield  this  season  and  considerable  numbers  of  farmers  de- 
sire to  shift  to  winter  wheat  if  weather  conditions  permit.    If  the  farmers 
carry  out  their  intentions  in  full  it  will  mean  the  smallest  acreage  sown 
in  any  fall  since  1914.    During  the  past  8  years  actual  seedings  in  the 
country  as  a  whole  averaged  about  3  per  cent  below' August  intentions.  See

■Argentine  wheat  acreage  reduced 

A  cable  on  August  26  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Ray  at  Buenos 
Aires  gave  the  first  official  estimate  of  the  probable  acreage  of  wheat 
in"  Argentina  this  year  as  17,050*000  acres  which  is  about  80  per  cent  of 
the  sown  area  last  year.    The  reduction  in  acreage  this  year  seems' to  be 
rather  generally  distributed  among  the  different  provinces.    I f . the , average 
loss  of  acreage  is  experienced  this  year,  the  area  left  for  harvest  will, 
probably  not  exceed  14  l/2  million  acres.    See  table,  page  385.    The  total 
acreage  in  the  38  countries  now  reported  stands  at  215,523,000  acres  compared 
with  223,378,000  acres  a  year  ago  or  a  reduction  of  3.5  per  cent.

European  crop  conditions 


Heavy  rains  in  the  southern  and  western  sections  of  Germany  have  caused 
further  damage  to  wheat  and  rye,  according  to  'a  cable  of  August  27  from  Agri- 
cultural Attache  Stcere  at  Berlin.    Probably  one-fourth  of  the  crop  will  be 
of  low  quality.    Sprouting  of  grain  was  reported  prevalent.    The  wheat  crop 
in  Franco  was  deteriorating  duo  to  continual  rain,  with  some  fields  uncut 
and  over-ripe.    Possibly  a. third  of  the  crop  will  bo  of  low  quality.  All 
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grain  crops  in  Czocho Slovakia  showed  a  lower  condition  on  August  1  due  to  tho 
dry  weather  in  July.    Slovakia  roports  wheat  yiolds  particularly  low.  Wheat 
prospects  in  Poland  were  above  last  year,  hut  rye  was  lower.    Threshing  re- 
sults of  rye  were  reported  unsatisfactory.    Spring  whoat  i»  Switzerland 
showed  a  bettor  condition  on  August  1  th&n  winter  wheat  with  winter  wheat 
prospects  for  a  yield  a  little  below  tho  average  for  the  past  ten  years. 
Heavy  rains  have  hampered  crop  developments  in  .Holland  and  tho  wheat  crop  is- 
reported  thin.    August  19  condition  indicates  a. fairly  good  crop  of  wheat  and 
winter  barley. 

European  market  conditions

For  the  most  part  continental  European  wheat    markets  remained  un- 
changed during  the  week  ended  August  27,  according  to  Mr.  Stcore.  Inquiry 
on  the  Holland  market  was  better  but  prices  remained  the  same.    A  domestic 
milling  quota  of  15  per  cent  was  proposed  in  Belgium.    Prices  advanced  slight- 
ly in  France  due  to  unfavorable  weather  and  small  offers.    Italy  showed  more 
interest  in  foreign  ?/hoat  with  higher  prices  of  both  foreign  and  domestic 
wheat  due  to  tho  increased  tariff.    Markets  in  Austria  and  Czechoslovakia 
were  quiet.    The  German  market  was  weaker  and  prices  lower  because  of  the 
increased  offers  and  restricted  buying  by  mills  until  about  Aagust  27  when 
a  renewal  of  buying  by  mills  caused  tho  market  to  becomo  stronger  with  higher 
prices.    It  is  reported  that  mill  supplies  are  running  low.    Tho  spot  price 
of  domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  on  August  26  was  $1.37  against  $1.45  a  weak 
earlier  and  the  price  of  ryo  was  $1.00  compared  with  $1.03  the  previous  week,.

Prices  of  wheat  futures  at-  most  of  the  world  markets  tended  downward 
during  the  week  ended  August  29.      At  Chicago  and  Kansas  City,  September 
futures  declined  about  two  cents  during  the  week,  whereas  at  Minneapolis  a 
rise  of  about  one  cent  was  recorded.    September  futures  at  Minneapolis  closed 
on  August  29  at  58  5/8  cents  as  compared  with  57  7/8  cents  a  week  earlier.  The 
close  of  September  futures  on  August  29  at  Chica,go  was  46  1/2  cents  compared 
with  48  5/8  cents  on  August  22,    At  Kansas  City,  September  futures  closed  at 
39  1/8  cents  on  August  29  and  at  41  3/8  cents  on  August  22,    At  Liverpool, 
October  futures  declined  one  cent  a  bushel  during  the  week,  closing  at  56  cents 
on  August  29  as  compared  with  57  cents  a  week  earlier.    The  decline  in  October 
futures  at  Winnipeg  was  from  56  cents  on  August  22  to  54  i/2  cents  on  August 
29,    September  futures  at  Buenos  Aires  advances  slightly  during  the  week.  The 
spread  between  near  futures  prices  at  Liverpool  and  Chicago  was  about  9  l/2 
cents  on  August  22  -  Liverpool  above  Chicago.    Cash  prices  of  certain  classes 
of  wheat  in  United  States  markets  averaged  higher  during  the  week  ended  August 
28  than  for  the  previous  week.    Certain  other  classes,  however,  registered  a 
decline  during  the  week.    The  weighted  average  price  of  all  classes  and  grades 
at  six  markets  for  the  week  was  54  cents.    Seo  tablo,  page  396. 
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Distribution  of  the  1930  Canadian  wheat  crop 

On  page  295  of  "Foreign  Crops  end  Markets"  for  August  24,  the  stocks 
of  Canadian  wheat  in  Canada  were  published,  the  figure  for  July  31,  1931 
'being  133,582,000  bushels  against  111,095,000  bushels  a  year  earlier.  _  The 
Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  has  released  recently  figures  illustrating 
the  disposition  of  the  1930-31  wheat  supplies  which  resulted  in  the  carry- 
over figures  cited  for  July  31  last.    Total  wheat  supplies  available  for 
distribution,  in  Canada  in  1930-31  were  placed  at  509,195,000  bushels.  That 
figure  included  a  January  1931  estimate  of  397,872,000  bushels  produced'.in 
1930;  a  carryover  of  111,095,000  bushels  on  July  31,  1930  and  imports  for 
consumption  of  228,000  bushels.    The  disposition  of  wheat  accounted  for  dur- 
ing the  year  ended  July  31,  1931  was  as  follows:

"The  accepted  deduction  for  Canadian  domestic  consumption  varies 
between  110  and  120  million  bushels",  the  Dominion  Bureau  states.  "This 
deduction  includes  disposition  as  seed,  human  consumption,  unmerchantable 
and  loss  in  cleaning  -  with  a  rather  vague  allowance  for  live-stock  feeding. 
It  lias  been  appreciated  that,  especially  in  years  of  low  prices  and  low 
grades,  considerable  quantities  of  wheat  have  been  utilized  on  farms.  The 
Bureau  has  made  a  detailed  survey  of  wheat-feeding  on  farms  in  the  past 
season,  the  results  of  which  clearly  show  that  this  factor  in  disposition 
has  been  greatly  under- estimated  in  the  past.    Thus  the  generally  accepted 
figures  of  domestic  consumption  must  be  revised  upwards  if  full  account  is 
to  be  taken  of  farm  disappearance.    The  total  estimated  domestic  consumption 
(including  loss  in  cleaning  and  unmerchantable)  for  the  past  season  is  thus 
placed  at  129,692,000  bushels.    With  such  a  domestic  disappearance  and  using 
available  data  (in  some  casos  subject  to  later  revision),  the  January  estimate 
of  tho  1930  whoat  crop  in  Canada  appears  about  12  l/2  million  bushels  too  low" 
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.  "' ■   ■      Italy  extends  farm  credits  in  Apulia 

..  Cereal  growers  in  Apulia,  the  most  important  wheat  region  of  southern 
Italy,  are  being  favored  by  easy  terms  of  debt  repayment,  according  to  a 
recent  report  from  the  Marseille  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service. 
The  agricultural  credit  branch  of  the  Bank  of  Naples  is  authorized  by  the 
decree  lav/  of  June  12,  1931  to  arrange  with  cereal  growers  for  repayment  of 
still  existing  debts  originating  from  Government  loans  granted  to  them. 
The  debts  were  due  on  June  30,  1931  but  under  the  new  law,  if  a  farmer  offers 
proper  security  to  the  Bank  of  Naples,  the  amount  due  at  the  above  date  can 
bo  repaid  in  equal  annual  installments  during  the  next  20  years.* 

As  a  wheat  region  in  Italy,  Apulia  ranks  third  in  acreage  after 
Sicily  and  Emilia  and  fourth  in  actual  production  after  Sicily,  Emilia,  and 
Lombardy.    Greater  increases  in  acreage  and  production,  also  yields  per  acre, 
were  reported  in  Apulia,  for  1929  and  1930  than  in  any  other  southern  region. 
New  land  for  wheat  cultivation,  as  well  as  increased  yields  are  believed 
possible  in  the  Apulia  territory „    The  acreage,  production  and  yield  in  1929 
and  1930  are  shown  in  the  following  table;.

FEED  GRAINS  Cj 
Corn 

The  second  estimate  of  the  1931  corn  crop  in  Hungary  shows  some  reduc- 
tion from  the  July  estimate.    The  crop  is  now  placed  at  54,210,000  bushels, 
a  decrease  of  more  than  2  per  cent  from  the  relatively  small  harvest  of  last 
year,  and  the  lowest  production  since  1923.    The  total  for  the  3  European 
countries  so  far  reported  is  0.4  per  cent  below  the  production  in  those  coun- 
tries last  year.    The  first  estimate  of  the  crop  in  Morocco  shows  an  increase 
of  more  than  3,000,000  bushels  over  the  1930  production.    See  tables  showing 
corn  acreage  and  production,  pages  398  and  399.    In  Canada  the  weather  towards 
the  end  of  August  was  reported  as  too  dry  for  corn  in  Manitoba,  southern 
Saskatchewan  and  southern  Alberta. 

Exports  cf  corn  from  the  United  States,  the  Danubian  countries  and  the 
Union  of  South" Africa  continue  small.    Since  November  1,  1930,  they  have  totaled 
only  about  one-third  of  the  exports  for  the  preceding  season.    Since  that  time, 
on  the  other  hand,  Argentina  has  shipped  more  than  twice  as  much,  the  exports 
since  June  1  having  been  especially  heavy.    During  the  week  ended  August  22, 
however,  they  fell  off  from  the  record  shipment  of  11,900,000  bushels  to  about 
8,000,000  bushels.    Sec  corn  trade  table,-  page  400. 

United  States  corn  prices  during  the  week  ended  August  21  reached  a 
very  low  level,  while  there  was  little  change  in  Argentine  prices.    The  spread 
between  the  September  futures  of  United  States  and  Argentino  corn  was  17  cents 
compared  with  22  cents  the  preceding  week.    See  table  showing  corn  prices, 
page  401.   

Barley 

The  1931  barley  production  in  the  21  countries  -so  far  reported  is  14.5 
per  cent  below  that  of  1930.    The  second  estimate  of  the  barley  crop  in  Hungary 
is  19,198,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  more  than  30  per  cent  from  the  production 
of  last  year  and  the  smallest  crop  rince  1924.    The  total  production  in  the 
15  European  countries  reported  is  nearly  8  nor  cent  below  that'  of  1930.  The 
second  official  estimate  of  the  area  sown  to  barley  in  Argentina  is  1,490,000 
•acres,  an  increase  of  nearly  5  per  cent  over  that  of  the  past  season,  and  the 
largest  acreage  on  record  there.    Sec  barley  acreage  and  production  tables, 
pages  398  and  399. 

About  47  per  cent  of  the  barley  had  been  cut  in  Manitoba,  Canada  by  / 
August  22,  according  to  reports  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway.    Approximately . 
15  per  cent  of  the  barley  had  been  cut  in  Saskatchewan  and  a  small  percentage 
in  Alberta.    The  condition  of  the  winter  barley  crop  in  the  Netherlands  on 
August  19  was  99  per  cent  of  the  pa,st  five-year  average  compared  with  94  per 
cent  last  year,  while  the  spring  barley  condition  was  just  about  equal  to  the 
five-year  average  compared  with  only  86  per  cent  last .year. 
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In  Scotland  the  harvest  generally  is  expected  to  be  fully  up  to  aver- 
age*    In  several  districts  it  nay  be  5  to  10  per  cent  above  average,  but  in 
the  eastern  part  a  deficiency  ox  5  to  20  per  cent  is  expected.    In  Czechoslo- 
vakia the  new  barley  crop  is  reported  to  be  falling  much  below  expectations. 
Russian  reports  confirm  the  statement  that  damage  was  done  to  the  spring  barley 
by  the  long  spell  of  heat  and  dry  weather  last  spring.  v 

Exports  of  barley  from  the  principal  exporting  countries  since  July  1, 
as  a  whole,  have  been  about  18  per  cent  below  those  of  last  year.  United 
States  exports  fell  off  somewhat  during  the  week  ended  August  22,  while  prices 
advanced  slightly  to  the  highest  level  since  the  middle  of  May.    See  tables 
showing  barley  trade  and  prices,  pages  400  and  401.    Complete  stocks  of  barley 
in  Canada  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  July  31,  1931  were  29,440,000  bushels 
compared  with  22,875,000  bushels  on  July  31,  1930. 

Oats 

The  1931  oats  crop  in  the  15  countries  so  far  reported  is  more  than  8 
per  cent  below  that  of  last  year.    The  second  estimate  of  the  oats  crop  in 
Hungary  is  10,334,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  nearly  43  per  cent  from  the  1930 
production  and  the  smallest  oats  crop  on  record  there.    The  total  production 
in  the  12  European  countries  reported  is  2.5  per  cent  above  that  of  last  year. 
The  second  official  estimate  of  the  area  sown  to  oats  in  Argentina  is  3,484,000 
acres,  a  decre-rse  of  11.5  per  cent  from  that  ,  sown  last  year,  and  the  smallest 
acreage  since  1927.     See  oats  acreage  and  production  tables,  pages  398  and  399. 

According  to  reports  received  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  about 
45  per  cent  of  the  oats  crop  had  been  cut  in  Manitoba  by  August  22,  15  per  cent 
in  Saskatchewan  and  a  small  percentage  in  Alberta.    There  has  been  more  or 
less  rust  damage,  especially  in  Manitoba.     In "Scotland  the  oats  crop  is,  on 
the  whole  promising.     In  certain  portions  an  average  yield  is  expected,  in  the 
north  and  went  it  is  5  to  10  per  cent  above  average,  but  in  the  east  it  is  5 
to  10  por  cent  below  normal.    The  oats  condition  in  the  Netherlands  on  August 
19  was  100  per  cent  of  the  past  six-year  average  compared  with  85  per  cent  last 
year. 

Exports  of  oats  from  the  principal  exporting  countries  since  July  1 
show  a  net  increase  of  more  than  54  per  cent  over  those  of  last  year.  United 
States  oats  exports  during  the  week  ended  August  22  were  the  largest  weekly 
shipment  since  July,  1930,  while  prices  declined  slightly  to  the  very  low  level 
of  20  cents.    See  tables  showing  oats  trade  and  prices,  pages  400  and  401.  Com- 
plete stocks  of  oats  in  Canada  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  July  31,  1931  were  ■ 
63,370,000  bushels  compared  with  21,583,000  bushels  on  July  31,  1930. 
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Russian  cereal  production  developments 

Up  to  August  20  approximately  162,000,000  acres  of  cereals  had  been 
cut  in  Russia  which  is  75  per  cent  of  the  area  sown,  Mr.  Steere  reports. 
Of  the  95  per  cent  of  the  grain  cut,  35  per  cent  remained,  in  the  field  in 
Ukraine,  25  per  cent  in  the  North  Caucasus  region,  20  per  cent  in  the 
Middle  Volga  region  and  7  per  cent  in  the  Lower  Volga  region.     It  was  re- 
ported that  80  per  cent  of  the  cut  grain  was  still  in  the  field  in  the 
Ural  region.    More  rain  "between  the  dates  of  August  10  and  August  20  was 
reported  over  most  of  the  wheat  belt. 

Grain  procurement  during  July  in  Ukraine  one  of  the  most  important 
export  regions  of  Soviet  Russia  exceeded  the  "plan"  by  80  per  cent  and 
were  3  1/2  times  as  large  as  in  July  1930,  according  to  a  report  in  the  Rus 
sian  paper  "Economic  Life"  of  August  8,  1931.    The  grain  was  obtained  by 
the  procuring  organisation  exclusively  from  the  collective  farms  and  state 
farms c    The  supplies  of  the  individual  peasants  were  not  tapped  but.  some 
of  their  grain  was  sold  to  private  traders.    Even  some  of  the  collective 
farms  disposed  of  their  grain  on  the  private  market  instead  of  delivering 
all  of  it  to  the  official  procuring  agencies. 

There  is      noted  a,  delay  in  shipments  of  grain  from  the  farm  due  to 
the  employment  of  all  available  draft  power  in  connection  with  threshing 
and  shortage  of  bagging.    The  difficulty  of  shipping  grain  during  the 
approaching  season  of  poor  roads  makes  a  large  accumulation  of  stocks  on 
farm  undesirable  and  stops  must  immediately  be  taken  to  avoid  the  danger, 
according  to  the  article  quoted. 


RICE 

Japanese  rice  crop  re duccd 

The  1931  rice  crop  of  Japan  is  placed  at  17,907,000,000  pounds  of 
cleaned  rice  by  the  Japanese  Department  of  Agriculture,  according  to  a 
message  of  August  29  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson  at  Shanghai. 
The  1930  crop  stood  at  21,017,000,000  pounds  of  cleaned  rice.    The  current 
crop  represents  a  decrease  of  15  per  cent  from  that  of  last  yea,r.  Favor- 
able growing  weather  ohiring  July  improved  the  prospects  for  the  current 
crop  above  earlier  expectations 4    Stocks  of  about  2,513,000,000  pounds 
indicate  a.  total  supply  of  20,4-20,000,000  pounds  which  is  regarded  as 
sufficient  for  national  .requirements. 
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•  ■  In  Hokkaido,  the  crop  is  said  to  be  less  than  half  of  average.  In 
the  northwestern  prefactures  a  20  per  sent  decrease  is  indicated,  while  in 
Kyushu  Island  and  Chosen  Peninsula  reduction  amounts  to  10  per  cent  below 
average.     The  total  crop  is  6  per  cent  below  average.    The  Japanese  Commer- 
cial Attache  at  Shanghai  is  quoted  by  Mr.  Dawson  as  stating  that  the  smaller 
crop  resulted  in  prices  advancing  from  3.49  cents  per "pound  last  spring  to 
3.81  cents  per  pound  atthe  tiros  of  reporting.     The  later  quotations  were 
1.43  cents  per  pound  above  prices  prevailing  early  laet  October.     It  is 
pointed  out  that  the  critical  growing  period  for  the  Japanese  rice  crop 
falls  in  early  September.     Conditions  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  Septem- 
ber, therefore,  may  change  the  supply  situation  materially. 


COTTON 

Stronger  cotton  market  at  Liverpool 

A  reaction  from  the  low  levels  of  the  preceding  week  brought  in- 
creases in  the  prices  of  most,  cottons  at  Liverpool.     On  August  28,  American 
middling  advanced  slightly  to  7,77  cents  per  pound.    Egyptians  were  the 
market  features,  Sakels  being  up  1.11  cents,  while  Uppers  advanced  0.61 
cent.     Sales  of  all  cottons  were ' larger  than  in  the  preceding  week,  but 
there  were  fewer  transactions  in  American.    The  market  was  described  as 
quiet  but  with  a  reasonably  steady  tone.    Manchester  reports  indicated  a 
generally  po«»r  demand  for  yarn  and  cloth.    Sales  of  cloth  to  China  continued 
more  encouraging  but  the  demand  was  chiefly  for  fancy  lines  and  not  staples. 
Cloth  sales  to  India  were  restricted.    Yarn  sales  were  again  disappointing. 
At  Havre  trading  was  dull  on  the  28th,  with  European  political  developments 
having  been  important  market  factors  in  recent  weeks.     See  Liverpool  price 
table,  page  402.  : 


Government  slocks  announced  in  Egypt 

The  Egyptian  government  had  614,000  hales  (478  pounds  each)  of  cloth 
stocks  on  hand  as  of  July  31,  1931,  according  to  an  official  statement 
forxvarded  by  Cotton  Specialist  F.  K.  Norris  at  Cairo.    Of  that  amount  530,000 
hales  were  held  in  Alexandria,  7,500  bales  were  in  Liverp  ool  and_  7b, oOO  bales 
were  at  interior  points  and  in, transit  to  Alexandria.     Similar  figures  for 
a  year  ago  are  not  available.    The  stocks  statement  was  issued  in  reply  to 
statements  that  the  Government  was  disposing  of  cotton  holdings  without  re-  - 
placing  them.     It  is  announced  further  that  the  Government  has  sold -only^ such 
cotton  as  could  not  be  obtained  on  the  local  markets  in  Alexandria  and  thao 
replacements  are  being  made  from  cotton  on  which  the  Government  had made  ad- 
vances to  growers  and  are  now  foreclosed.    It  is  pointed  out  that  the  July 
31  figures  were  only  slightly  smaller  than  those  of  May  21,  1931. 
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Egyptian  water  supply  increases 

Steady  increases  in  the  flow  of  the  Nile  river  are  reported  by. 
the  Egyptian  Irrigation  Department,  according  to  Cotton  Specialist 
P.  K.  Norris  at  Cairo.     On  August  4,  1931,  the  discharge  of  the  Nile 
at  Cairo  was  67  million  cubic  meters.     By  August  6  the  discharge  had 
advanced  to  87  million  cubic  meters.    These  increases  are  regarded  as 
eliminating  the  fear  of  further  serious  water  shortage  this  season.  The 
requirements  for  cotton  in  the  Lower  Delta,  however,  are  still  very  con- 
siderable.    Corn  and  other  summer  and  fall  crops  also  will  draw  heavily 
on  the  increased  supply.

Mediterranean  almond  market  situation

Bradford  wool  market  quiet 

The  wool  market  at  Bradford  remained  quiet  during  the  week  ended 
August  28,  according  to  a  report  to  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  from  Consul  Edwards.    Although  quote tions  are 
unchanged  compared  with  last  week  the  market  was  slightly  firmer,  due  to 
the  determination  of  top  makers  and  spinners  to  hold  out  for  the  present 
quoted  rates  until  the  opening  of  the  Australian  season  during  the  coming 
we  ek .

Present  quotations  are:  tops,  44.6  cents  per  pound  for  64*s  and  25.3  cents 
per  pound  for  50ls;  yarns,  2/48' s  are  68.9  cents  per  pound  and  2/32*  s  are 
39.5  cents  per  pound.    Cloth  makers  are  only  partially  employed  and  the 
political  situation  has  resulted  in  further  caution  by  buyers  in  the  home 
market  though  sales  to  Germany  are  said  to  have  improved. 

The  official  report  of  the  British  Ministry  of  Labor  shows  that  un- 
employment in  the  woolen  and  worsted  industry  on  July  27  was  36  per  cent  com- 
pared, with  32.8  per  cent  unemployed  in  June  and  26.3  per  cent  in  July  1930. 
According  to  unofficial  estimates,  stocks  of  foreign  and  colonial  wool 
in  the  United  Kingdom  on  August  1  showed  a  decline  of  15  mil. Ion  pounds1' 
compared  with  those  of  July  1  but  were  127  million  pounds  greater  than  those 
held  on  August  .1,  1930.

Total  vool  exports  from  Argentina  reached  345,000  bales  for  the 
period  October  1  -  July  31,  1930-31  against  305,000  bales  for  the  corres- 
ponding period  of  last  year,  according  to  Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner 
Luedtke  at  Buenos  Aires.  'The  United  Kingdom  retained  its  usual  position  as 
the  leading  consumer' of  Argentine  wool.    This  year,  however,  exports  to  the 
United  Kingdom  accounted  for  29.8  per  cent  of  the  total  against  only  .23.9 
per  cent  last  year.    Exports  to  the  United  States,  Belgium  and  Italy  for  the 
current  season  ha  to  been  smaller  than  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last 
season.    In  addition  to  the  United  Kingdom,  increases  appear  in  exports  to 
Germany  and  prance.

DAIRY  PRODUCTS 

European  butter  prices  decline 

Prices  in  the  principal  European  butter  markets  declined  materially 
during  the  week  ended  August  27,  particularly  on  European  butter.  London 
quotations  on  colonial  butters  declined  relatively  little.    The  Copenhagen 
official  quotation  was  equivalent  to  24.3  cents  against  26.5  cents  a  week 
earlier  and  28.7  cents  a  year  earlier.    The  Berlin  quotation  declined  frcm 
29.8  cents  to  28.1  cents.    Weakness  in  the  German  market  continues  to  affect 
prices  on  continental  butters  while  New  Zealand  and  Australian  supplies  are 
being  absorbed  in  the  British  markets  at  relatively  well- maintained  prices. 
On  the  New  York  market,  92  score  butter  declined  only  slightly  from  29.0  cents 
to  28.5  cents  bringing  the  margin  over  Copenhagen  in.  favor  of,  /the.  .domestic 
market  to  4.2  cents.    See  page  405  for  detailed  comparative  price  statement. 
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UNITED  STATES  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  REMAIN  LOW 

During  the  month  of  July,  1931, the  volume  of  United  States  exports 
of  agricultural  products  continued  at  a  low  level,  the  index  amounting  to 
63  and  except  for  July  a  year  ago,  a  low  record  for  the  month.'  The  June 
1931  index  for  all  agricultural  products  was  58.    When  cotton  is  excluded, 
the  July  index  was  96,  the  second  lowest  recorded  for  July.    Cotton  exports 
showed  some  improvement  exceeding  those  for  July  of  the  two  preceding  years. 
Smaller  shipments  to  Europe  were  more  than  offset  "by  heavier  purchases  "by 
Japan,  China  and  British  India,  making  total  exports  for  July  270,000  bales 
as  compared  with  185,000  bales  for  the  corresponding  month  a  year  ago,  or 
an  increase  of  46  per  cent.    Wheat  and  other  grains  made  a  slight  advance, 
the  index  for  the  month  amounting  to  153  or  higher  than  any  July  since  1926. 
Total  exports  for  the  month  exceeded  those  for  July,  1930  by  a  little  over 
1,000,000  bushels.    Most  of  the  increa.se  was  in  heavier  shipments  to  Oriental 
countries. 

•  _    As  a  result  of  continued  competition  from  continental  Europe,  exports 
of  American  cured  pork  and  lard  made  an  unfavorable  showing,  the  indea.  for 
cured  pork  reaching  a  new  low  level  for  July  or  27  points  below  the  previous 
minimum.    The  index  for  lard  was  86,  the  lowest  of  any  month  since  August 
1920.    Reversing  the  general  downward  trend  so  noticeable  in  other  groups, 
fruit  exports  continued  in  good  volume,  the  index  amounting  to  229,  a  peak 
figure  for  July.    Exports  of  fresh  apples  and  pears,  oranges,  grapefruit, 
dried  apricots  and  prunes  were  much  above  those  for  July,  1930. 

Tobacco  exports  which  heretofore  have  been  fairly  well  maintained 
turned  abruptly  downward,  the  index  amounting  to  63,  and  except  for  July 
1928,  lower  than  any  month  since  April  1918.    Most  of  the  decline  was  in 
exports  of  bright  flue-cured,  for  which  the  United  Kingdom  and  China  are  the 
principal  outlets.

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Developments  furing  August  were  largely  unfavorable  for  the  mar- 
keting of  American  agricultural  products  abroad,  especially  in  Europe, 
according  to  information  available  in  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service 
from  its  field  agents,  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  other  sources.  There 
has  been  a  general  advance  in  unemployment  accompanying  the  increased 
uncertainty  of  the  trends  in  political  and  economic  conditions.    The  bad 
financial  situation  in  Germany  has  affected  adversely  continental  business 
in  general,  although  temporary  financial  relief  and  the  outcome  of  the 
Prussian  referendum  has  had  the  effect  of  restoring  some  confidence.  In 
the  United  Kingdom  the  changes  in  government  incidental  to  the  problem  of 
national  finances  have  revived  speculations  regarding  probable  economic 
legislation.    In  the  Orient,  Japan  has  made  some  progress  toward  more 
favorable  industrial  and  commercial  conditions1,  but  Chinese  affairs  are 
complicated  by  flood  damage  of  major  proportions.    In  the  agricultural 
commodity  markets,  Europe  is  buying  only  limited  volumes  of  wheat,  cotton 
and  pork  product's.    The  fruit  markets,  also  are  restricted.    The  Orient 
maintains  a  fair  amount  of  interest  in  American  wheat,  cotton  and  tobacco. 

By  July  27,  unemployment  in  the  United  Kingdom  had  reached  the 
record  figure  of  2,713,000  according  to  the  Department  of  Commerce.  The 
mounting  numbers  of  workers  eligible  for  support  have  centered  attention 
upon  the  cost  of  the  social  services  in  connection  with  reorganizing 
British  public  finances.    The  aversion  of  a  complete  breakdown  in  German 
and  Central  European  economy  in  general  was  reflected  in  a  sense  of  re- 
lief in  British  financial  and  commercial  centers.    Meanwhile,  however, 
such  basic  industries  as  coal,  steel  and  textiles  give  no  evidence  of 
additional  activity  but  rather  did  less  business  in  August  than  in  July. 

On  the  Continent,  the  German  financial  situation  has  dominated 
all  other  factors  during  the  past  5  or  6  weeks,  according  to  Agricultural 
Attache  L.  V.  Steer  at  Berlin.    The  victory  of  the  moderate  parties  in 
the  recent  Prussian  referendum  has  allayed  some  of  the  current  uneasiness . 
Since  August  8,  the  situation  regarding  the  marketing  of  overseas  agricul- 
tural products  has  been  improved  over  July  conditions,  by  the  removal  of 
restrictions  on  all  import,  export  and  transit  trade.    Business  firms  now 
have  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  foreign  bills  of  exchange  required  for 
bona  fide  import  and  transit  trade.    There  still  remains  much  to  be  done, 
however,  relative  to  readjusting  Germany's  foreign  debt. 
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In  other  continental  countries,  the  effects  of  the.  German  problem 
have  Been  more  .or  less  serious,  Mr.  Steere  reports.    There  has  been  no 
improvement  of  general  "business  in  evidence,  and  unemployment . figures  in 
most  countries  have,  show  increased.    In  Prance,  where  the  situation  has 
been'  relatively,  better  - than  elsewhere,  there  is  evidence  of  reduced  in- 
dustrial activity.  .  In  central  and-  eastern  Europe ,  however,  conditions 
are  particularly  unsatisfactory.    The  situation  in  those-  areas,  reflects 
the  acute  financial,  difficulties  experienced  in  Germany  and  Austria.

;  October  futures  at  Liverpool;  stood  at  57  cents  per  bushel  on 
August  2.2  against  $i.04  a  year  ago'.    Declines  during  July  were  carried 
into  August  to  reach  a  low  point  of  56  cents  on  August  8.    By  August  22, 
continental  wheat  import  markets  were  slightly  more  active  than  in  re- 
cent weeks.    There  was  little  strength  in  prices,  however,  and  the  im- 
port business  continues  small.    There  are' signs  of  less  favorable  grain 
crop  developments  in  the  deficit  wheat  producing  countries  of  Europe  as 
the  season  advances ,  but  crops  considerably  above  those  of  last  year 
continue  in  prospect.    Milling  regulations  remain  in  force  in  all  of  the 
important  consuming  countries,  with  Germany  requiring  the  milling  of  97 
per  cent  domestic  wheat,  Italy  95  per  cent  and  France  90  per  cent. 

The  continental  wheat  market  situation  is  one  of  extreme  dullness 
in'  general,  according  to  Mr.  Steere.    There  was  a  very  restricted  market 
activity  in  all  varieties  of  overseas  grain  during  August.    The  trade  ap- . 
pears  to  be  fully  occupied  by  the  movement  of  domestic  crops.  Total  ex- 
ports of  wheat,  including  flour,  from  the  United  States  for  the  year  ended 
June  30,  1931  were  13.7  per  cent  under  the  total  for  the  preceding  year. 
Eor  July  '     1931,  the  first  month  of  the  new  season,  those  exports  Were 
6.5  per  cent  larger  than  in  July  1930.    Direct  exports  to  Europe  were 
smaller  than  last  year,  but  increases  appear  in  exports  via  Canada  and 
direct  exports  to  the  Orient. 
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In  Japan,  market  prospects  for  American  wheat  are  fairly  good,  ac- 
cording to. a  message  of  August  18  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson 
at  Shanghai,  quoting  Consul  General  Garrett  at  Tokyo-.    Important  factors 
in  the  situation  are- reported  to  be  the  prospective  poor  Japanese  rice 
crop  and  the  diminishing -supply -of  Australian  wheat  available  for  export. 
The  Japanese  flour  market- was  fairly  strong  on  August  1,  and-  export  demand 
was  good.    Mill  activity  has  been  increasing.     In  China ,  Shanghai  main- 
tains an  active  interest  in  American  wheat,  according  to  Mid-August  ad- 
vices from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson.    Domestic  supplies  in  the 
Shanghai  area  were  reported  earlier  as  being  under  last  year,  and  flood 
conditions  have  interfered  with  the  movement  to  mills.    Stocks  of  foreign 
wheat  at  Shanghai  are  reported  as  liberal,  with  nearly  7,000,000  bushels 
more  contracted  for  September  and  October  delivery,  principally  from  the 
United  States.     The  figures  indicated  are  in  addition  to  any  American 
wheat  which  may  reach  the  Yangtze  Valley  under  special  flood  relief  con-

Cotton 


Activity  in  all  foreign  cotton  markets  was  checked  by  the  recent 
decline  in  prices.    By  August  21,  however,  there  were  signs  of  a  more 
steady  -tone  at  Liverpool,  particularly  for  American  middling.    There  were 
some  indications  that  the  British  cotton  textile  industry  was  regaining 
confidence  in  raw  cotton  values,  although  purchases  during  August  were 
generally  restricted.    China  has  displayed  somewhat'  greater  interest  in 
English  cloth  in  recent  weeks  and  there  has  been  some  additional  Indian 
inquiry,  but  the  volume  of  business  remains  relatively  small.  Possibili- 
ties of  progress  in  reorganizing  the  British  cotton'  industry -were  improved 
by  the  recent  decision  of  Y^eavers  to  renew  negotiations  with  mill  owners 
on  the  more-looms-per-weaver  questib'ii* 

On  the  European  continent,  the  cotton  textile  situation' was  rendered 
more  difficult  by  the  financial  troubles  of  Germany  and  other  Central 
European  countries,  Mr.  Steere  reports.     The  position  of  Germany -as  a 
foreign  consumer  of  American  cotton  is  of  considerable  importance.  That^ 
country  accounts  for  about  25  per  cent  of  the  total  continental  consumptio: 
of  American  cotton  and  7  to  8  per  cent  of  the  world  consumption  of  the 
American  product.    Fnen  countries  closely  connected  with  German  economy 
are  included,  the  group  represents  40  per  cent  of  the  continental  consump- 
tion of  American  cotton  and  12  to  14  per  cent  of  the  world  figures. 
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In  the  Orient,  Chinese  floods  and  heavy  rains  outside  the  flood  area 
have  reduced  the  volume  of  domestic  cotton  available  this  year,  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Dawson  reported  on  August  13  from  Shanghai.     On  August  1, 
Shanghai  stocks  of  American  cotton  "ere  regarded  as  fairly  heavy,  while 
stocks  of  Indian  7/ero  about  average.    Fewer  mills  than  usual  wore  closed 
during  the  normally  slack  summer  pdriod.    American  prices  compare  favorably 
with  Indian. .   Imports  of  American  cotton  into  Shanghai  for  the  quarter  April 
June  1931  totaled  70,293  bales  of  478  pounds  net  and  Indian  cotton, '127 , 755 
bales.     Imports  during  the  same  period  last  year  were  American  82,807  bales 
and  Indian  169,126  bales. 

Pork  products 

American  export  pork  products  continue  to  encounter  unfavorable 
markets  in  Europe.    Production  of  curod  pork  on  the  Continent  remains  at 
high  levels  and  heavy  supplies  are  reaching  the  United  Kingdom,  the  leading 
taker  of  American  pork  exports.     In  addition  to  heavy  supplies  of  bacon 
from  Denmark,  British  markets  continue  to  receive  unusually 'large  volumes 
from  Netherlands,  Poland,  the  Baltic  States  and  Sweden.     Imports  from  the 
United  States  declihod  further  in  July.     In  August,  prices  of  American- 
bacon  at  Liverpool  went  lower,  while  Danish  was  somewhat  higher  in  value 
than  in  June  and  July.    August  prices  on  American  ham  were  fairly  steady. 
The  American  product  continues  to  dominate  the  British  trade  in  imported 
hams,  but  the  total  involved  is  smaller  than  last  year  and  a  larger  percent- 
age than  usual  is  coming  from  continental  European  sources.     Germany  is 
importing  only  small  quantities  of  American  cured  pork. 

The  smaller  current  exports  of  American  lard  are  reflected  most 
clearly  in  the  reduced  business  with  Germany.     The  United  Kingdom  imports 
of  American  lard  in  July  maintained  the  advance  over  last  year  noted  in 
past  months,  but  August  prices  at  Liverpool  roached  new  low  levels.  On 
the  Continent  and  especially  in  Germany,  American  lard  continues  to  meet 
competition  from  heavy  volumes  of  the  domestic  product.    Lard  prices  at 
Hamburg,  also  reached  unusually  low  levels  in  August.    There  are  indica- 
tions also  that  in  Germany,  the  leading  continental  buyer  of  American  lard, 
increasing  quantities  of  other  foreign  lard,  especially  Danish,  ore  being 
offered  in  competition  with  the  American  product,  both  as  to  price  and 
quality. 

Fruit 

European  fresh  fruit  production  prospects  are  loss  favorable  than 
they  were  earlier  this  season,  but  indications  still  point  to  apple  and 
pear  crops  Larger  than  the  small  1930  output.    As  late  as  August  22, 
the  fruit  import  trade  of  Germany  was  reported  handicapped  by  the  banks' 
credit  restriction  policies. 
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In  prunes,  a  better  spot  demand  at  London  was  reported  on  August 
24  by  F.  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist  in  that  market  for  the  Foreign  Agricul- 
tural Service.    There  was  an  improved  interest  in  all  sizes.'    Large  sizes 
were  reported  scarce  with  full  values  being  maintained.    New  crop  American 
prunes  for  September  -  October  shipment  are  regarded  as  an  attractive  buy 
at  ruling  prices.    Oregon  is  selling  shipments  at  attractive  prices.  At 
Liverpool,  lower  quotations  on  small  sizes  have  failed  to  produce  the  re- 
sults looked  for  by  packers.     Quotations  on  forward  positions  for  new 
crop  California  prunes  were  easier  for  small  counts.    Larger  sizes,  how- 
ever, have  been  dearer  with  prices  higher  than  last  year  restricting  sales.
